AND  IN  MOSCOW,  a Tass  commentator  charged  that 
President  Johnson’s  offer  of  unconditional  talks  on  Viet  Nam 
was  being  used  “for  camouflaging  the  further  buildup  of 
American  aggressive  forces  in  Viet  Nam.” 

Thus  the  three  Communist  nations  most  directly  con- 
cerned with  the  Viet  Nam  crisis  turaed  their  propaganda 
guns  on  the  United  States,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
Johnson’s  speech  in  Baltimore  April  7. 

Calling  for  the  destruction  of  the  South  Vietnamese 
Republic,  Peking  Radio  in  a broadcast  of  a People’s  Daily 
editorial  said,  there  can  be  no  compromise  between  the  Viet- 
namese people  and  the  U.S.  aggressors  on  this  question. 

AS  FOR  JOHNSON’S  statement  that  the  independence 
of  South  Viet  Nam  must  be  guaranteed,  Peking  said: 

“So  long  as  this  so-called  ‘independent  country'  created 
by  the  United  States  exists,  there  can  be  no  complete  re- 
unification nor  a completely  independent  country  for  the 
Vietnamese  people  themselves.”

CAIRO — The  goveniment-owned  newspaper  A1  Masaa 
claimed  Wednesday  that  Egj'ptian  authorities  have  uncov- 
ered a secret  Israeli  plan  to  seize  the  tributaries  of  the  river 
Jordan. 

It  said  the  plan  includes  a swift  military  undertaking  to 
occupy  nearly  four  squai'e  miles  of  Arab  land  in  Syria  and 
Lebanon. 


U.S.  and  Vietname.s  pilots  pur- 
sued in  a series  of  raids  Wednes- 
day  a campaign  to  make  travel 
in  Communist  North  Viet  Nam  as 
hazardous  as  that  on  the  Viet 
Cong-menaced  roads  South  of  the 
17th  parallel. 

TRUCKS,  TRAINS  and  boats 
were  among  the  targets  of  relat- 
ively small,  fast-moving  detach- 
ments rounding  out  the  ninth 
consecutive  day  of  sorties  every 
few  hours  around  the  clock. 

Reporting  on  the  operations  of 
nearly  60  planes,  briefing  officers 
said  all  returned  safely.  Light 
antiaircraft  fire  was  encountered 
in  a few  places.  No  enemy  planes 
were  sighted.  Spokesmen  gave 
these  details:  Eight  U.S.  Navy 
planes  from  the  7th  fleet  carrier 
Hancock  staged  two  separate 
strikes  at  trucks  on  the  45-mile 
stretch  of  highway  No.  1 betwe- 
en the  border  and  Dong  Hoi.  A 
bright  flash,  possibly  caused  by 
a secondary  explosion,  followed 
one  attack  with  rockets  and  can- 
non. 

Four  Vietnamese  fighter-bomb- 
ers, escorted  by  10  U.S.  Air  Force 
jets,  strafed  and  bombed  targets 
along  route  1 up  to  60  miles 
North  of  the  border.  They  de- 
stroyed or  damaged  10  buildings 
and  four  75-foot-long  boats. 

THE  U.S.  AIR  FORCE  put  up 
the  largest  assult  force,  sending 
35  F105  fighter-bombers  against 
another  North-South  highway, 
R,oute  12,  and  an  East-West  high- 
way from  Vinh  to  the  Laotian 
frontier,  Route  8. 

The  F105s  cut  Route  8 at  one 
point,  destroyed  two  railroad 
boxcars  and  a barracks  at  Mugia 
Pass  in  the  mountains  near  Laos 
and  shot  up  other  Communist 
installations. 

Suspected  Viet  Cong  concen- 
trations inside  South  Viet  Nam 
were  attacked  by  other  U.S,  and 
Vietnamese  warplanes.
